REMARKABLE GAINS IN RETURNS TO WINNING 
OWNERS FROM THE TRACKS IN THE 
STATE OF MARYLAND 



Considered as a field of racing, the M:iryland tracks returned owners $49,938 more this year than 
they did in 1917. Tills is an extremely good showing, in view of the fact that the influenza epidemic 
curtailed tlie returns from tl;e laiurel meeting to the prohiihle extent of at least $100,(KX). However, 
there was a substantial increase over 1917 at Pimlico, llavn* de Grace and Bowie, tlie all-around result 
being an output of money never before e<iualed in the history of Maryland racing. The $765,678 of 1918 
t^iitrasts pleasantly with the $3.55, tiM) of 1913, the gain of over a hundred i»er cent in six years being 
largely due to the Maryland Jockey Club, which from being oue of the most conservative racing organiza- 
tions of the country, suddenly about faced and became one of the most libenil and progressive. Laurel 
produced more i»er diem, but tlie Pimlico daily average of $9,8.57.58 for twenty-six da.vs of racing was 
remarkably good and an iiicreas<> of more than $2.(910 per day over 1917. There is already assuranc- 
that these handsome figures are to ta* exceeded in 1919. a $25,000 I’renkiiess Stakes being a factor.

Improving Jefferson Park Going 
Produces Interesting Finishes. 

Pluviada Makes a W inning Debut 
— Kentucky Boy First in the 
Main Bace — Track Gossip. 



NEW ORLEANS, La., December 5. — Today’s rac- 
ing was by far the best of the present meeting, and 
though no outstanding features were on tap, the 
different dashes brought about spirited finishes 
of the close variety, which was highly pleasing to 
the big concourse In attenddnee. 

The improving track was ri'sitoiisible for the intro- 
duction of many new starters and from now on 
it is expected that the better grade of horses 
will be active participants. Jockey A. Johnson, 
under i-ontraet to J. H. Uosseter, was the riding 
star of the afternoon and landed two winners in 
addition to finishing second on two other ix-oasions. 
His winning mounts were Pluviada. a newcomer 
from the east, carrying "Chicago O'Brien’s’’ colors, 
which won In a liard drive from Effie Randall and 
Frank Shannon. 

Blaise, an outstanding favorite^ accounted for 
the purse In the second race, but only after Frank 
Robinson had to exert his tw«t "kill tc cint^Ui* 
Orderly, which had Eddie Haynes as his pilot. 

The tatter, by'TtTS' alertness if the barri^, sfole 
the third race with tlie extreme outsider Jack 
K., which he kept in front tlirougbout and lieat 
General. Tliere was considerable crowding and bad 
riding in this race, wliich acooiiiited for the poor 
showing of Hasty Mabt‘1 and Bon Otis. 

Johnson’s vigorous riding of Kentucky Boy was 
the main factor in his success over Little Cottage 
in tlie fourth race. Berlin, an exjieoted contender, 
.stumbled in the first quarter, and it eliminated him 
as a contender. Kama carried J. B. Goodman’s 
colors to victory in the fifth after a hard drive, 
and Billy Bernhardt, the local owner, added another 
purse to his credit when Bine Rock led for the 
entire distance in the last race. 

Tlie Uowie special, eatrying about 150 horses, 
arrived here tonight, many hours behind scheduled 
time. It brought a number of the more prominent 
stables that had been campaigned on the Maryland 
tracks, the great majority of the horses being un- 
loaded at the Pair Grounds. 

Jack Tbornb.r has had his good two-year-old 
Fannie Melian fired for ankle trouble. He had 
been in liofies of getting her back to racing trim 
in time for the Fair Grounds meeting. - 

The four- year-old Franklin tliat Sam Louis 
elainu'd from Jolin S. Ward, and afterward sold to 
II. S. Koppin of Detroit, arrived toilay from Mary- 
land. tsmsigiiPd to trainer T. F. Boriimau. 

E. C. Crockett got in from laitoiiia with Cliick 
Barkley, Flapper. Herbert Temple. Little D., Reuben 
Hugh, Transisirtatiun and several yearlings. Cpon 
his arrival he found he was unable to secure stalls 
at either track. 

NOT SATISFIED WITH EEZIAH’S RACE. 

Judge Miiriili.v was not satisfied with Keziah’s 
race Wednesday and (luestiuucd owner Gasser in 
regard to the iiiar(>’s indifferent showing. Gasser 
disclaimed any responsibility in the matter and 
mentioned the fact that he had bet heavily on the 
mare. It had been his intention to engage Ensoi 
to ride, but that jockey’s sudden illness eumiielled 
him to get P. Sniitli.

Dr. C. Cann. veterinary snrgiHin. reached here 
tmiay from Kentucky. 

The stewards to.iay handl'd down the following 
rulings: "Jm-key K. Martin, having biPen warned 

off at Hot Siiriiigs, has Iv'en denied all privileges, 
including admission to the grounds while this rul- 
ing is ill effect.” 

"Tlie ai>plic:itions for licenses of jockeys M. 
Garner and J. McIntyre have be«'ii laid on the table. 
Gamer got into some diffii-ulty on his arrival here 
and Meintyrt* was refusi'd a lii'cnse by the New 
York Jockey Club tills year.” 

Counterblast was eluimed by W. C. Weant for 
$1,200 out of the second race. 

. Ed Nash, agent for the Arlington stable, arrived 
Wednesday and reported that the stable’s horses 
would get here on the special train from Bowie. 

Jim Osborn, assistant to starter A. B. Dade, 
who will send the fields away at the Fair Grounds 
meeting, commenced tlie work of sehouling the year- 
lings at that truck this iiioriiiug. 

Will Woodard has reached here from Latonia 
with Opportunity and Arthur Middleton. J. Huff- 
man got in at the same time with Mary H. and 
one other horse. 

Jockeys J. McIntyre and Bert Pinnegar are now 
attached to the Cebrian stable and will soon start 
riding. J. Clark, a California boy, also has been 
secured and will do tlie lightweight riding for the 
stable.

“Many of the enthusiastic admirers of the thor- 
oiiglibnMl imagine tliat almost anyone can train a 
race liorse, but if one looks over the turf statistics 
at the end of each .vear it will be observed that 
,vear after year the same limited number of trainers 
win most of the desirable stakes,’’ writes the vet- 
eran trainer Charles E. Brossman. 

“Tliere are many owners liberal in the purchase 
of grandly -bred yearlings and jirospeets for great 
: stake events, excellent judges of pedigrees, siiape 
and eonforination. equal in this respect to any 
trainer and better than many, but when it comes 
’to training, condition, work required and propi'r 
metluHl to pursue in preparing a liorse to be at its 
best form for a future event their opinion is of 
little value. They conceive the idea that if they 
purchase high prieeil. well-formed horses, with a lit- 
tle advice from some turf oracle, almost any foreman 
or caretaker will do as a trainer, but when the 
number of the winner is liiing up it will be found 
tliat the winner was trained by a real trainer, and 
one that understood his business. It is a p<*eiiUar 
fact that men will invest enormous sums of money 
in a racing stable and then try to economize on tlie 
trainer. 

“In any other enterprise the manager is considered 
the most imiMirtant and liighest paid employee of the 
capitalist, and in the race horse business the trainer 
ought to be tlie manager and more for a successful 
camiKiign. Each horse must be considered as i:n 
individual proposition, and work that would be re- 
quired to m.ake one fit and ready would render 
another useless as a racing tool. 'TliPrefore tlie 
sim’wd trainer carefully watches the horses under 
his charge, notes not onlj- the amount of work tliey 
do. but how they do it and in what condition they 
come back. Tlie horse must be kept healthy, sound 
and ready for the feed box; feed is after all the 
best criterion as to work required, for an engine 
cannot be run without fuel; it may take its work 
satisfactorily riglit up to the last trial before 
the race, and then something may liappen within 
twenty-four hours that tlie public will never know 
about, to necessitate anxious and efficient work 
oil the pari of tlie trainer. C^nse<]iiently the trainer 
must lie vigilant, earefnl, iiers«‘vering, resourceful 
and efficient, and Jie is the onl.v one that really 
knows whether or not tlie liorse* is as good us it 
ouglit to be when it comes to the post. 

RECORDS STAND FOREVER. 

“The dopesters may scan the form sheet and ‘fig- 
ger’ to a demonstration, the dockers may check 
lip the work and know to a certainty about the dif- 
ferent trials of speed, but the shrewd trainer is the 
only one that knows how the horse cooled out and 
how its constitution, vitality, nervous system, liga- 
ments and muscles withstood tlie work. Tlie trainer 
of experience has knowledge that can be acquired 
in no other way; tlieories will perish, opinions will 
fail, but records will forever stand. 

“Much discussion has recently been indulged in 
eoneeriiiiig the different methods employed by whidi 
Billy Kelly and Eteniul were p«-pare<l for tlieir 
great race in Maryland. Eaeli liorse rei’cived an in- 
dividual preparation just suited to his reqiiin'- 
nieiils, opimsite in character, but satisfactory in both 
cases, eacli liorse riiiiiiing in the race to his best 
form, finishing heads apart, the owners satisfied 
and the public vigorously applauding a great horse 
race. 

“It has long lieen said that there is a viieaney 
at the top in any profession and the art of training 
is no exception to the rule; therefore, if an owner 
hopes to be successful in a business where competi- 
tion is so keen, he absolutely must employ an ex- 
perienced, shrewd, careful, capable and dependable 
trainer. The race horse business is an expensive 
business at best. There can be no economy in any 
of tlie important links of the chain. Whatever the 
horse requires to make him thoroughly fit to race, 
that must he liave; the cost is incidental, and tlie 
owner will greatly increase his chances of success 
if ho procures the best training talent available. 

“A trainer sliould take delight in his profession, 
become intimatel.v acquainted and upon friendly 
terms with each of his horses, enjoy watching the 
process of development, and the horses will recognize 
and love him, do better in the stable and race 
better if the surroundings are congenial, pleasant, 
clean and sanitary. 

“Knowledge if iiedigree, judgment of form, ability 
to purchase, all goes for naught if the stable is 
managed b.v an inefficient trainer who trains and 
works b.v set rules and a formula. Personal initia- 
tive, quickness to perceive changing conditions and 
to know how to remedy disastrous indications is re- 
quired, and this talent is what makes the stable 
succ'essful and wins races.” 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 

The horsi. colony at Hot Springs will lie larger 
the coming winter than it was last year, accord- 
ing to late advices from tliiit place.

Tile Jofferson Park jirograiii liook for tlie coming 
week will Ih' issued to the horsemen tomorrow. It 
will show ail increase iu the purse values, whicli 
will not In- h-ss than S-'itHI. 

S. C. Hihlretli’s Hiree-yi itr-idd gelding Arrali tio 
tlu was iiiqilaeed hut once iu tliirteeii starts tills 
year. He vtoii four races, finished second four 
times and third a like iiumlwr. 

Ben Ilaiiiiisou certainly has had his fill of racing 
this year. To date he Iras started in forty-eiglit 
races ami is still at it. being one of the horses 
taking part in the Jefferson Park meeting.

LEADER AMONG ENGLAND’S TRAINERS 

Luck of Alec Taylor in Having Owners of Crack 
Racers as His Patrons at Manton. 

If not novel, it was not the less a pleasant «>x- 
perieiice for Alee Taylor once more to top the list 
of suceessful trainers with a total of $18.3.370 in 
stakes, not ineliidiiig place money. This is more 
than double his aggregate for last year, when lie 
occupied the same position, and the figures are 
really remarkable considering the limitations en- 
forced b.v tlie goveriinieiit. and would have la-en 
swelled to a large extent in normal times. Lady 
James Douglas takes a large proiiortion of this stake 
money, but Manton is exceptionally fortunate in its 
patrons, who include Major W. Astor, M- Ualmanii. 
Mr. Cazalet, Mr. A. W. Cox, Mr. W. M. G. .Singer 
and Mr. J. B. Tliorneycroft, all of whom are home 
breeders on the highest class lines, and it is. 
fiirthermore, something to be proud of that the 
names of four of his employers figure in the first 
half dozen. Mr. W’. M. Cazalet comes ont the best 
after Ijidy Douglas with five winners of twelve 
races, the principal of which was Prince Cliimay. 
whicli won three of weven engagements, including 
the Jockey Club Stakes, when be startled us nil by 
beating Gainsborough, for which, however, as previ- 
ously explained, there were extenuating cirenm- 
stnnees. His first bracket was enrnetl in the Wind- 
sor Stakes, when he easily accounted for his stable 
companion. Queen’s S<|U!iiv, but it was his fine per- 
formance in the Silvorley Handicap wliicli Iwl up to 
the impression that he was sometliing out of tlie 
common and a fine stayer, though it is, I believe, 
a fact tliat no one connected with the stable ever 
dreamed that the time was at hand when he would 
lower the colors of its champion three-year-old, 
with wliieh he ^oes not bear comparison in appear- 
ance, although anotlier good horse to the credit 
of the successful sire Chaucer. 

Fl^CE CHIHAT AND AIR RAID. 

That Prince Cliimay would have won the Cesare- 
witeh without Iiis ten pounds penalty Is highl,v 
probable, but Mr. Cazalet was fortunate in possess- 
ing Air Raid, which, if less fancied than fiis stable 
:‘onipaiiion, Ilaki, nevertheless proved equal to the 
oecaslon. and, thanks in great degree to the mag- 
nifieeiit effort of tlie veteran but virile Madden, 
snatched the verdict in the last stride absolutely. 
Beyond question Prince Cliimay is a great natural 
stayer, like many of the progeny of ills St. Simon 
sire, and given the opjiortunity he will show it next 
year, for there is still room for possibl.v more 
than average winter improvement in him. The same 
remark is justified in the case of the well grown 
Air Raid, which is a worthy successor to his sire, 
tlie record winner of the- Cesarewitch, wliich, by 
the way, was also credited to tlie Manton stable 
b.v Aventiiriere in the “old man’s” time, and 
again by Grey Tick, but as far- as I can remeniluT 
the (’ambriilgesliire lias liitherto eluded the attempts 
of the Taylor family. Pluxtol knew too much to Ik> 
reliaUle, and was a disapiMiiutiiig beast, and to a 
certain extent also the gray two-year-old Sphinx, 
lialf-sister to Air Raid, but as far as I know, she 
is game enough and may lie noted as one tliat will 
pay for following next season. M. Calmanu had a 
lean time with his little band, as Haki could never 
be reli(‘d on to do his best. Baiipaume must, I fear, 
be included in the same category, and Brisque has 
failed signally to realize her early promise, which, 
after all, did not amount to much. 

A: W. COXrS SEASON. 

A. W. Cox. wiiase uoiu de course, Mr. Fairie, 
under which he achieved so many important suc- 
cesses, is almost forgotten, since tlie change did not 
carry with it any alteration in his colors, cannot 
complain that his gisid fortune has forsaken him, 
evi'ii thougli the 4-<iiitomplated program with his 
cliumiiion Gay Crusader iiiid to be alkaiidoued owing 
to the exigencies of training, but there should Is: 
a great and pnifitahle career befon: him. and the 
pros|M-et will assureilly not be prejudi<a*d by rest 
and the extra twelve mouths in age; indeed, it 
should lie all in his favor. Though it was not my 
o|iiiiioii at the time, it may Ih; that My Dear was 
flukil.v iM-aten b.v Ferr.v for the One Tlioiisaiid 
Guineas; anyway, that form has liei-n turned upside 
down Since, and it rs »-ertain that whereas the one 
lias depreeiated, and possibl.v is not too liberally 
endowed with pluck, the other has come on with 
giant strides. To . compensate for that disappoint- 
ment Mr. Cox had a fine turn in Fortune’s wheel 
when, after having be«-ii easily lieateii by Stony 
Ford, iiiidoiilitedl.v the better mare of the two then, 
no matter what might iu more fortuitous cireum- 
staiu-es have liapiM-neil afterward. My Dear was 
awarded the Oaks as the result of an objection for 
bumping. whiHi did not acutally interfere with the 
Judge’s award, but was justified by the breach in 
the rules of racing, without the strict observation 
of which it would be quite iniiiossible to carry on. 
All the same, it was a lucky chance which gave 
to Mr. Cox ami completed for him the full list of 
three-year-old classic victories. 

TWO FINE FILLIES. 

After that My Dear, whicli is the most iiiiiiortaiit 
winner so far sired by Bepiio. and only the second 
foal of Silesia, Iiad a good time, elieckeil only by 
her failure to bent Gainsborough in the September 
Stakes, ;is slie gave a stone and a hollow Ix'ating 
to Fre«‘sia in tlie Midsummer Stakes, easily annexed 
the Triennial Produce Stakes, made short work 
of Daiisellon, Diadem and Prince Cliimay, and com- 
pleted a useful season by winning the Lowther 
Stakes. Ail the time it was rejiorted that Mr. Cox 
had another filly nearly, if not quite, as good in 
Queen’s Square, and if this lackiKl confirmation 
during the earlier part of tlie season, when her best 
sliow was to beat Corso in winning the Cavenham 
Plate, she asserted herself in the wiudiiig-up stages 
by winning the Newmarket Oaks before a far more 
ini|iortaiit but not iinexi»ecteil victor.v for the Joi-key 
Club ('up, iu which . site defeated her stable eoiii- 
paiiioiis, I’riiiee Cliimay and the tailed-off St. Eloi. 
Deep Sea had a blank season, and is pr»ibal>ly not 
of much aeeoiiiit, hut I sliouM liesitale to dismiss 
tliiis eursoril.v Mr. Cox's two-year-olds, for al- 
tliougli still iiiaiileiis tliey liave had few opimitiiui- 
ties. and have shown up pretty well in gmsl eom- 
!>any. added to wliicli tliey are exceedingly well 
bred. Maiiilardo Is-iiig a brother to Gay Crusader, 
while Baal Gad is by Ba.varilo- — Jubilee. Cieeroii- 
uettii is ail uiikiiowii qiiaiitit.v, uo”t lulviiig y* t run 
in |•llldic, but slie is by Cicero— Silesia, and it is 
some recommendation to be half-sister to My Dear. 

MAJOR ASTOR'S TRIO. 

Witli limited optH>rtiiiiities Major -\stor may be 
said to have done well, having won with each of 
the three horses 'that have ruii f'T liini. Blink 
was not quite up to classic furni. though not far 
behind. -At the outset, after h>sing ground at 

starting, lie finished tliinl for llie Two ’Ihcusand 
(tiiiueas. and went one la-tter in tlie Derby, when 
second, aiul thou hud tfii easy task to Ix-at such as 
Sir Berkeley ami Nuhiun in tlie Princess of Wales 
Stakes. Sometliing went wrong with him after

“Flyvie Knight,” grand champion steer entered by 
Purdue University, sold yesterday for $2.50 a pound 
at the International Live Stock Exposition now in 
progress in this city, this price being forty cents 
higher than the record price of $2.10 at which 
“Merry Monarch,” prise steer, sold at last year’s 
show. The show weight of “Flyvie Knight” was 
1.300 pounds. 'This would make the cost $3,375, 
but Wilson & Co., the buyers, agreed to pay for tlie 
steer’s actual weight at the time of delivery. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5. — The release 
of twenty per cent of tlie present United States 
naval force, or about 100,000 men, has been author- 
ized by the Navy Department, Secretary Daniels 
announced today. No men serving in foreign waters 
will be discharged, however, until after their re- 
turn home, and discharges on this side will be 
granted only when it is evident that the services 
of the men seeking dismissal are not necessary to 
the efficiency of the service. 

LONDON, Eng., December 5. — Throughout the last 
four years the Turks, acting under the orders of the 
committee of union and progress, have done their 
best to ruin Turkey and have succeeded “extremely 
well,” says the Constantinople correspondent of the 
Morning Post in describing the corruption and misery 
of Turkey. Three million persons, he says, have 
been massacred and another million is on the verge 
of starvation this winter. 

LONDON, Eng., December 3. — “I nnarreleil with 
my father in reganl to Great Britain,” the former 
tierman crown prince told a corresiiondent of the 
Daily Mirror at Wieringen. “I told him the British 
would be against us, but he never believisl it.” 
l''re«lerick William added that he alw'ays favoreil 
an agreement between (Jermany and tlrvat Britain 
and wanteil them to work together. 

WASHING'TON, D. C., December Secretary 
McAdoo announceil this afternoon that he would 
relinquish his duties as Sec-retary of the Treasury 
on Monday, December 16, but that he would continue 
to act as Director General of Railroads until the 
first of the new year, and possibly a few days 
longer, in order to complete his annual report to 
Congress of his stewardship of the railroads. 

OTTAWA, Ont., December 3. — The Canadian gov. 
ernment has decided not to guarantee the wheat 
crop for 1919. The government feels that there 
might be a loss of several hundred million dollars 
if the crop should be guarantcsnl. Members of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture are going to Eng- 
land to make an effort to sell the crop to the allied 
governments, Canada advancing the necessary credit. 

The annual report of the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Comi>any for the fiscal year ended October 
31 shows gross sales amounting to $131,000,000, an 
increase of $20,000,000 over the previous year. Net 
profits for the year were $15,388,190.74, as against 
$14,044,216.10 for the preceding year, subject to 
government war tax, the amount of which is not yet 
determined. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5. — Continuing 
its advance south of the Moselle, the American 
Tliird .\riuy yesterday reached the general line 
Berncastel-Malhoni-Otsenhausen, General Pershing 
reported to the War Department today. North- 
west of Beriicastel the line remained unchanged, 
the communique continued. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5. — The United 
States must continue the extension of loans to the 
allied governments even after the declaration of 
peace, it was definitely learned today. la'gislation 
granting such authority will soon be asked of 
t^ongress by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

NEW YORK, Decemb«*r 5. — Far-reaching results 
affecting government ownership of the railroads are 
cxpecte<l from a suit brought by the Commercial 
Cable Company to prevent Postmaster-tJeneral 
Allxrt S. Burleson from retaining and operating 
the lines of that concern, lawyers declare. 

W.\SHING'TON, D. C., December 5. — A thorough- 
going investigation of all railroad problems, with 
a view to framing wise legislation for their opera- 
tion after the peace treaty is signed, was prom- 
ised today when plans were adopted for reviving 
the Newland’s railroad committee. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5. — ^Judge Rob- 
ert S. Lovett this afternoon resigned as admin- 
istrator of capital expenditure for railway ad- 
ministration, effective January 1. He will return 
to the management of the Union Pacific Railroad 
properties. 

NEW YORK, December 5. — Charles Morgan of 
the New York Stock Exchange firm of Morgan & 
Kane, has been suspended from the exchange fur 
five years, it W'as announced by officials today. 
No reason for the suspension was given. 

WASHINGTON. D. C.. December 3.— All is well 
aboard the George Washington. A message to this 
effect was received early toilay by radio from the 
vessel which is carrying the presidential parly to 
the peace conference. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5.— The Cum- 
mins resolution to send a Senate committee to 
Paris to watch developments at the peace confer- 
ence was voted down by the Senate Foreign Rel.n- 
tions Committee today. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5.— The United 
States today established an additional credit to 
Greece of $23,764,036, making a total to Greece 
of $39,534,036, and a grand total to all the allies 
of $8,220,340,702. 

NEW YORK, December 5. — The British transport 
Orca, bringing 1,924 American troops, docked here 
today. The ship arrived off quarantine last night. 
The men from the Orca were taken at once to 
Camp Mills. 

LONDON, Eng., December 5. — Great Britain will 
insist upon her snpremacy of the seas at the peace 
conference and will listen to no argument which 
will rob her of tlie rights to maintain her naval 
defense. 

PARIS, France, December 5. — King Albert and 
Queen Elizabeth of Belgium, who will arrive in 
Paris today for an official visit, are welcomed en- 
thusiastically by the newspapers. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 3.— President 
Wilson favors the removal of all restrictions on 
cotton trading as speedily as is consistent with 
the public welfare. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5.— Carter Glass 
was nominated Secretary of the Treasury to succeed 
Secretary McAdoo. 

LIMA, Peru. December 5. — Three American cruis- 
ers are expected to arrive here from San Francisco 
in a few days.
